President Hall Monday issued the

in a day or two giving notification 
concerning the referendum vote on 
the compromise scale.

Hlttory, Intended for Posterity, Still 


IB Recorded In Crude- Fashion on 


the Hide* of Steers—Old Mon 


Tell of Adventures. 


| Within twelve mile* of Calgary, a 
city or 50,000 people, and with tele- 
phone communication with that city, 
the Sarceo Indians pursue their llvea 
and observe exactly as their forefa- 
thers did the Ancient habits and cus- 
toms oC their tribe, Buys the Toronto 
Globe. 


Two years ago .-there was a great 


festival at which seven of the oldest 
chiefs related the stories of their ex- 
ploits, which the painter of the tribe 
preserved for posterity on two Im- 
mense steer hides. These hides are 
now carefully preserved at the office 
of the agent on the Sarceo reserve. 


Th Indian lad relies for his history 


on cainpllro stories and a well-tanned 
steer hld« covered with queer char- 
acters, painted crudely with a sort of 
Ink made of the juices of plants. 


Thesu records aro not haphazard, 


hut they are not altogether regular. 
When several chiefs and 
medicine 


men of the tribe are growing old an 
assembly Is arranged where the fa- 
mouH Indian Interpreter and painter 
meets the aged men. One by ,0110 the 
old men stand forth before tbe people 
and recount the stories of their lives. 


They tell thrilling tales of the hat- 


ties In which they have fought, of the 
scalps taken, and the 
horses 
they 


have stolen. 
These three achieve- 


ments uro regarded as the- three most 
honorable and valorous exploits of 
the great men. Compared with these 
tho white man's election to 
parlla 


munt. his appointment to high ofllce, 
and his great 
commercial achieve- 


ments are as nothing. 


Sometimes their meetings last sev- 


eral days. Tin: old men aro enthusi- 
astic In their descriptions 
of 
by- 


gone days; then recite rapidly and 
gesticulate much. 
The members of 


the tribe, sitting about them, listen 
eagerly, storing the details to be told 
over and over again to tbnlr son's 
uoii3. until they are tribal'traditions 
of the long past. 
As they.talk the 


painter sits upon the ground with hl;< 
steer hide spread before 
him and 


paints with hlu rude dyes pictures to 
Illustrate the 'incidents. 
' 


A circle represents a barricade or 


encampment: awkwardly drawn pic- 
tures of animals stand for'the horses 
he has stolen: a galloping horse, with 
a man on his buck, suggests the story- 
of.a wild flight across the prairie be- 
fore pursuing enemies: a flng may 
mean a bloody battle won: a tadpole- 
like mark, a scalped Indian.

together looking for work. They ivere 
at some little town down state when 
Christmas drew near and the long- 
ing seized Nolan to spend the holiday 
with his two brothers and sister in 
the Cleveland home. 
The two men 


started on a freight train. 


It was bitter cold and the men were 


numbed through as they clung 
to 


their places between the cars. Nolan 
had a crippled hand and that made it 
all the harder to hang on to his icy 
perch. 


The train was thundering through
